'I'lii 
clergy in that eonnliy claim a riglit ti 
take part in the emitest liutli an eleelurf 
anil ailvisers of the laity. The llislmi 
of MaraeiUcii ia the lirat to assert the 
rights of his order. He lias issued a cir- 
cular ti) his clergy telling lliein that flu 
clectiiin of ilepnlies i« a matter in u liii'l 
they are ( uiKi riicil uinl thai it is sinful 
to villi' for :i Irian whose principles they 
cannot aii))ru\ u. When tlio Minister oi 
Public Worship hoard of this circular 
he issued a circular in his turn, lie ;iil- 
ilresseil it to the r>isliii|i.s ami reniimleil 
tlieni that the clergy wore fnrliiilileii by 
the laws of the Republic to interfere in 
political niatters or to exercise pressure 
oU the cousciouccs of their flocks under 
pain of incurring certain penalties pre- 
scribed by the penal code, or e.\|)osing 
llieir.selves at least to measures of repri-s 
sion at the haiiils of the (iDVernineiil 
The clergy luivo protested against the 
action taken and threatened by the Minis- 
ter of Public Worship. They contend 
' that they are citizens and have a right 
like all other citizens to take a ])art in 
the election. It seenus, Imwever, that 
tlie coui'se taken Ijy the: iniiiiatei i.s 
strictly in adcordunee with llie coneur 
ilat which defines the status of the cli i- 
gy of the Ciiurch of Rome in Finnce. 

It docs Bcem burd, and not in accord- 
ance with the principles of republican- 
isui, to inlerfero with any class of cit- 
izens in the la^-ful e.v;ercise of their po- 
litical rights. NVliy ^lionlil nut a cleigy- 
nnm, if lie Hci-stit to do .-jii, take an act 
ive a part in an election as any olliei 
citizen ! 'It is hard to give an answer to 
this question, which is perfectly satis 
factory to people of liberal view.s. It is 
well known that eleii.'ymeii, I'lolestanl 
as well as well as Calliulic, ilo not often 
take - at any rati.' openly-- an artive 
part in political contests, anil wlien they 
do, their interference is looked upon 
•«rlth unconcealed jealousy and disgust 
."by layinon of their own ilenoniination. 
Such lliings as political sermons are 
aometinies hrai il of in tlii.s ami other 
eouiiti'ii's, lull it is \ ri y rai ely, indci-il, 
that a niiiii.'5ti;r of religion in guml staml- 
Ing takes the atunip. There nnist be 
some grouiul for this universal illslike to 
the active interference of clergymen in 
polities anil for tboodium that attnehe.s to 
the title "political ])ar.Hoii." 

It is liy many i.on.siileieil unseemly 
for clergymen to make political speeches 
and to take part in a political canvass. 
Tor tlicin to do so is a violation of 
those unwritten laws which are calli d 
the "proprieties. " The calling of ihe 
clergyman is ".sacnil," and practical 
polities lue, perhaps ini|iroperly , i;oii- 
siilereil the levuiso of sacreil. The gen- 
eral opinion is that the politictd atinoa- 
pliere is one which a clcrgyniuu who is 
not worlilly-niiuded and who wishes to 
lie eoiiHiileieil devoted to his calling, 
ought not to lii eal he. I'olit ieal pi aci ii;eK 
are the "tin " u hii'li a ministur of rel i- 
gioii eaiiiiot (ouch witluiiil being delileil. 
This may he prejudice, bill if il is, il i.s 
a piejiiiliee which is very general in 
every country. 

•But we think that the chief reason 
why tlie aidion of eleigynii-n in polilics 
ia so generally i niitenineil is thai il is 
regai'ded as unfair as , ill improper use 
of the inlliienee wliieli they have gained 
lUid wliieli tlicy cumiot bul e.\ereise a.s 
ministers of religion. It is quite ti-iie 
that a niinlHtcr is a eiti/.en and is en- 
tilleil to all a cili/.on's rights ami privi- 
leges. Hut the ii]iponenls of elei ieal in- 
lliienee eoiileinl that it is altiigctlier im- 
possible loHi'parale I ho citizen fioni the 
clorgymau. As a cili/.eu the politician 
does not cure a button ubont the clergy- 
man's opinions on i>oliticat nuitters. 
They may be sound or thoy may ho un- 
sound, r.nd they are jilsl as likely to hi' 
unsoiinil as soiiinl. lint of the elergy- 
nnui's inllnenee as a voter- anil a jioliti- 
cnl campaigner bo cares a very greal 
deal. Wliat he says about poliiies, 
whether ho intends It or not, carricH 
with it tlio weight and the authority 
that i)rop<.'rly' d(;taoli to his utterances 
on religion. He speaks, and ho cannot 
liel)) speaking, "e.f ciitiioilra." TIiobo 
who have a levereiiee lor lilm as their 
roligioiis leiielier anil who hear his iii- 
Htructioii.t au siieii with l espeet, eannot 
throw oflTtlie habit wlien ho gives nttur- 
unco to his opiidons liml protorenees t •■ 
.gardliig luattii s political. They reeeiv • 
his fallible, Mild II may lie, fo,.li,i|i vie«s 

on earthly Nuhjects with the name du- 



vout attention and raspect as they 
do his teachings and exhortations 
on spiritual matters. They have been 
taught to follow his advice implicitly in 
uU things re^pci'tirg faith and morals, 
niui tlioy naturally beliovo it to bo their 
duty to do OS he tells them Avben ho 
undertakes to advise them how thoy 
are t'l vote. 

It is all very well to say that a clergy- 
man has the same right aa every other 
man to oxorciao his political privileges, 
but o\'ory man who reflects can seo bow 
yisry easy it is for a religious instructor of 
the people to abuse his influctico to at- 
tain not religious but political ends. It 
is liecansu this has licen so frequently 
dono, und because clergymen cannot 
take a part in political contests without, 
to a certain extent, doing it— wbolhor 
intentionally or not — that their inter- 
forenco in political contests is looked 
upon with jealousy and distrust by 
politicians of all parties and in every 
country. 

.1 N UNLUGKY'CONSTITUENOY. 

Ifaldinmnd is a most unfortunate 
county. It is certainly the worst 
county hi tlio Dominion in which to i nn 
an election. There nutst bo something 
in the uirthat surrounds it which is bail 
for candidates for legislative honors. It 
is very hard to get elected there, and il 
is harder still to keep the seat after the 
(dection is over. Election courts play 
Ihe very mischief witli Haldinianil elec 
t ions. Little devices which electiimeer- 
i iig agents resort to in other counties 
with success and with perfect impunity 
are fatal when tried by the men who 
I'ligiiieer eleelioiia in 1 faldiiiiaiid. It 
will not do to say th.it the cnnstitiieiiey 
c>f Mtddimaud is hopelessly eori iipt, for 
t bat would oll'end a great many of its 
electors who would scorn to buy or .sell 
.1 vote, but we are (juito safo in saying 
that it is ileploralily unfortunate. Tlu 
number of eli.'eiions t hilt have been held 
in that county during the past tin- 
years is astonishing, yet Haldimand is 
lo-day without a representative in Par 
liainont. A little boforo the last general 
election the sitting member, Mr. D, 
Tlionipsfiii, died. Mr. Colter was 
eleeleil his .successor, tint he never took 
his seat. He was not uuHeated by the 
election court, although a protest against 
bis return was put in, but the general 
ulection came on before Parliament sat. 
.-Vt that election Dr. Montague was re- 
turned. He hiiil a majority of one. 
A lecomit was, of course, de- 
niainled. The recount resulted in con 
firming Dr. Montague in \\h 
sent. But he was unseated on a charge 
of corruption by agents. In Noveinhei-, 
1887, election number three came oil'. 
Dr. Montague was returned, hut his 
iniijority this tiino was seventeen. Tins 
election was protested and the unhappy 
doctor was a second time unseated by 
tliB rutlileas judge. On the 30th of last 
.January the fourth election took place. 
It was then Mr. Colter's turn to bo re- 
turned. His majority was forty-six. 
ft was believed that Mr. Colter hail 
lienelitteil by past exijerieuee and that 
be would hold the seat which had been 
'von after such a haril struggle. Ihit hr 
bad no such luck. The inevitable pro- 
test came and evidence was produced 
:o show that eori npl iiilliiences bad been 
iised. so .Mr. Coltei- was again in the 
soup and out of Parliament. 

W e are very much afraid that tin 
repi oaeliea which the partisans of hntli 
sides cost at each other with such liher 
iility are very much like the hard Ian 
guage that is said to have pas.sed be 
tween the pot and the kettle. Tlie re 
-ord of the trial shows that a very hai 
state of things exists in Haldimand, am 
that when an election contest is going 
on there the active politicians arc in.-i 
eoneerned how to evade the election l-i 
I hail how to comply witli its reijiiii 
iiient.s. llaliliiiiaiid has thiee times 
tried to elect a representative to the 
House of Commons in vain. The court 
pronounced the election void each time. 
There were four elections, but the 
election court was not uflbrdod a chance 
to pronounce upon the first. The next 
election which the de-ji.-.ion of the 
i-ourt has now rendered necessary, will 
he the fifth. If this election is upset on 
account of the coi i npl practices of can- 
didates or their agents, would it not be 
well to give Haldimand a rest for a 
I'arliaiiKuit or two? This jilaii has 
heeii tried in Kiiglaiid with signal siie- 
oes.s. When it was found impossible, 
or the next thing to impossible, to elect 
a utomber in accordance with the pro- 
visions of tho election law in a town or 
riding, the court disfranchised the oou- 
ditiieiiey for a niiiiiber of years, and 
« hi ll it regained the )il i\ ilege of elei l 

iiig a member to I'arlianienl it was 
foinul to have been completely cured of 
ibo unfortunate and inoonvenient habit 
of buying and selling votes, and prac- 
tising tho other devices which invaliilate 
elections. We do not know whether the 
courts of the Dominion are invested 
with this power of disfranchisement. 
If they are they have nevi-r yet exer- 
cised it, hill Ilaldiinand would, we 
think, be an excellent county to try tho 
experiment ujwn. If the next election 
proves to be an illegal one, it may .saf>- 
ly be taken to be incorrigible.

.Secretary of the Interior luukuil on with 
alarm while Tamier eonlinucil to de- 
plete the treasury for the benefit of his 
proteges nt such a feai-fiil rate. Ho first 
remonstrated, hut Tanner lii.-lieviug that 
he was carrying out the speiiiliiig policy 
of the Ailiniuislial ion paid little heed to 
the olijiirgiitioiis of the incensed and 
alarmed .Secretary.
